The history of Little Rock A.M.E. Zion Church began in the 
early days of hte 1900's. There were no written records of its early 
years. The early part of this history was gathered by Sister Sammie 
Dell Washington, who was a member of Elizabeth A.M.E. Zion 
Church until the early 1940's when she connected with Little Rock 
A.M.E. Zion church. 

In 1907, A.M.E. Zion members of this community had to walk, 
or ride horse and buggy, several miles to Elizabeth A.M.E. Zion 
church, which was located several miles away on a dirt road that is 
now called Highway 188. Brother Robert Rogers ( Uncle Bob ), a 
local preacher of the Elizabeth A.M.E. Zion Church, who resided in 
this community, decided to start a Mission to meet the worship needs 
of A.M.E. Zion members in this immediate area. Brother Rogers 
chose this present site which was then occupied by a one room school 
house, and owned by the Lawson family. The Lawson family granted 
him permission to use the school for worship and issued a lifetime 
property deed to the church. Little Rock Mission's membership was 
initially comprised of the Lawson, Rogers, and Waxton families. 
Later the Peyton family joined the flock. Brother Robert Rogers held 
prayer meetings each week and would call upon ordained ministers to 
preach the gospel. 

Between 1907-1909 Little Rock Mission was connected withe 
Annual Conference of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church 
and was named Little Rock African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church.
